A  Clear  Difference 

Thirty  Years  Ago 


When  Mr.  Miller  came  to  Auburn  thirty  years 
ago,  the  campus  as  we  know  it  did  not  exist. 
There  was  just  an  open  field  where  the  build¬ 
ings  are  today.  The  gym  was  by  the  cafeteria 
and  the  dorms  were  over  near  the  industries. 
There  were  two  boys1  dorms,  Gibson  and  Man- 
ous  Halls.  A  joke  was  floating  around  about 
the  holes  in  Manous  Hall’s  floorboards,  “If  the 
termites  quit  holding  hands  the  building  would 
fall  down.” 

Life  was  simpler  back  then.  Teachers  didn’t 
worry  at  all  about  drugs  and  alcohol  among 
the  student  body. 

For  the  student  body  there  were  not  as  many 


graduation  requirements.  Homeleaves  were 
only  once  every  six  weeks,  and  the  dorm  stu¬ 
dents  were  not  allowed  to  go  home  on  any  of 
the  weekends  in  between.  Tuition  costs  were 
lower.  In  fact,  upperclassmen  dorm  students 
paid  $1,095  compared  to  the  present  $7,580 
a  year;  village  students  paid  a  mere  $405,  a 
far  cry  from  the  $4467  they  pay  now.  There 
weren’t  nearly  as  many  foreign  students  then, 
either. 

Ten  years  after  Mr.  Miller  arrived,  Miss  Toop 
came.  A  year  later  Mr.  Priest  started  his  teach¬ 
ing  career  here  at  Auburn.

AuburrVs  Industrial  Arts  Department  of¬ 
fers  many  varied  classes  to  fit  the  different 
needs  of  the  students. 

Essential  Living  Skills  A,  taught  by  Mrs. 
Kilgore,  and  Essential  Living  Skills  B,  taught 
by  Mr.  Hyde,  are  required  to  help  freshmen 
learn  how  to  survive.  Mrs.  Kilgore  also 
teaches  child  development,  advanced 
foods,  and  foreign  foods.

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Health  Check! 


Health  Check  is  a  grueling  physical  fitness 
test  designed  to  assess  physical  ability  in  five 
areas:  body  composition,  upper  body  strength, 
flexibility,  abdominal  muscle  strength,  and 
cardiovascular  endurance. 

The  body  composition  test  consists  of 
height,  weight,  and  body  fat  ratio,  which  is 
taken  by  one  of  the  nurses.  Upper  body 
strength  is  determined  by  the  number  of  chin- 
ups  you  are  able  to  do.  Flexibility  is  tested  by 
how  far  forward  you  are  able  to  reach  toward 
your  toes.  Abdominal  strength  is  assessed  by 
the  number  of  sit-ups  you  can  do  in  one  min¬ 
ute.  But  the  hardest  test  for  most  people  was 
the  cardiovascular  test,  which  consisted  of  a 
one  mile  run  around  the  track. 

Each  test  is  supervised  by  a  faculty  mem¬ 


ber  who,  after  counting  off  how  many  you 
have  done  or  how  far  you  have  stretched, 
writes  down  the  number  and  stamps  your  pa¬ 
per.  At  the  end  of  the  test,  which  is  split  up 
into  two  sections  for  morning  and  afternoon 
classes,  students  turn  in  their  sheet  to  Mr. 
Kilgore,  the  Health  Check  director.  Each  test 
is  run  through  a  computer,  and  the  results  are 
passed  back  to  the  student. 

Some  students  such  as  Kristi  James  and 
Melanie  Woods  feel  “that  not  enough  people 
care  about  Health  Check  to  make  it  worth 
while.’’  But  on  the  other  hand  Darren  Neber- 
gall  feels  “that  it  gives  students  a  good  chance 
to  assess  their  physical  capacity.”
